cur, Mr. Boate said. F ear of an 
accident has a m om entary rather 
than a lasting effect on a driver'* 
conduct at the w heel, and those 
who are norm ally law abiding of­ 
ten “go along" with the habitual 
speeders at paces far faster than 
the law allows. The resulting ac­ 
cidents in which speeding figures 
thus continue to account for at 
least one-third to one-half of the 
rural deaths and alm ost as large 
a proportion of injuries, in the 
opinion of this expert. 
Mr. Boate called attention to 
the punishm ent m eted out recent­ 
ly to a speeding driver in an e a st­ 
ern state who was sentenced to 
serve tw o and a half to five years 
and fined $1,000 for causing an 
accident in which he escaped u n ­ 
hurt, but cost of the lives of five 
persons, as the kind of punitive 
action which helps to deter w’ild 
drivers. The erratic driving 
of 
this m otorist resulted in his car 
touching the b u rn e r of another 
vehicle and sending it across the 
center island of a parkw ay into a 
head-on-collision with tw o other 
cars. The guilty driver, who had 
been weaving in and out of tra f­ 
fic at high speed, was denounced 
by the court as “an unnatural 
person w’ho should not be at large 
in “society” because 
he 
could 
“cause untold trouble to a lot of 
people." 
Mr. Boate said he also had in 
m ind an “adequate punishm ent” 
for speeders the action taken by 
another state in revoking or sus­ 
pending the licenses 
of 
nearly 
1,400 drivers who 
were 
found 
guilty in 1952 of speeding over 75 
miles an hour, although the speed 
lim it is 55. “Forthright action of 
this kind helps to deter the urge 
to speed.” he declared, “but u n ­ 
fortunately there isn’t enough of 
it to m ake a lasting im pression 
on drivers generally and the way 
they act behind the wheel.” He 
added that in 1952, according to 
a survey m ade by the Association, 
only about 75,000 drivers lost their 
licenses tem porarily or perm an­ 
ently for speeding offenses. 
“The higher the speed perm it­ 
ted, the higher the death rate is 
the way the experience generally 
goes,” Mr. Boate declared. “The 
public’s conscience must be fully 
aroused to the growing toll on the 
rural highways, where from seven 
to eight of every ten deaths occur 
because high speeds can’t be con­ 
trolled in split-second em ergen­ 
cies.” 
He cited the study of rural fa­ 
tal accidents in one southw estern 
state “with plenty of wide open 
spaces" to boar out his contention 
that speed is by far the biggest 
killer of all on the open highway. 
T w enty-eight percent of all fatal 
rural accidents were head-on col­ 
lisions “in which speed definitely 
resulted in lack of control on the

fare. Of 886 red foxes, $1,06 apiece 
was the average dam age done to 
livestock and poultry fanciers, but 
only 20 percent of the foxes caused 
the dam age.

A m ere seven percent of 
these were real m arauders, while 
41 bobcats, causing an average 38 
cents dam age, had only five per­ 
cent of their num ber actually caus­ 
ing the trouble.
